border trouble with President Roose- 
velt, who manifested a lively interest, 
and who is determined to put an end 
to the mischief-making as far as lies 
in the government's power. The pres- 
ident, it is understood, favois if neces- 
sary the employment of special coun- 
sel who may apply themselves to tho 
question of neutrality violations and 
extradition, so that the law may be 
fully enforced. Officials contend there 
is no reason why persons on this side 
of the border who foment revolution- 
ary movements and cross into Mexico 
to engage in raids and other opera- 
tions of a criminal character and then 
seek safety from arrest in this coun- 
try, should have any exemption from 
extradition on the alleged ground that 
their acts were political. On the con- 
trary, the official view is that they 
should be extradited as felons. Both 
the United States and Mexican gov- 
ernments, it was officially said, are 
fully aroused in this matter, and that 
the former will take drastic steps to 
end this species of pernicious activity 
so far as it is incident to United 
States soil.

Dayton, O., July 31.—A. warrant 


charging manslaughter was Issued for 
the arrest of Colonel Herbert C. Ca- 
trow.

Philip O'Brien, a laborer of 'Green 


Point, saw a covered wagon drive to 
th« dump at dawn. Two men got out 
lifted from the wagon wluit the wit- 
ness supposed to be only an old mat- 
tress. He saw the men pile a.heap of 
brush on the mattress, pour oil over 
it and set fire to the bundle. Believ- 
ing the mattress was being destroyed 
as it was disease-infected, the man 
avoided the spot. There can be no 
doubt but that the mattress was the 
one in which the body of the mur- 
dered woman was concealed.'
